Apoplexy is 
due to hardening of the arteries 
with resulting weakness. 


Due to Obstruction 


Thrombosis is due to obsfruc- 
tion of the flow of blood throuch 
one or more vessels. It may be 
due to hardening and narrowing 
of the blood vessels or to some 
es: inflammation of the inner lining 
of the heart following an infec- 
tion, such as abscessed teeth, 
diseased tousils, rheumatism, 
diphtheria, or any of the acute 
fevers. 

If we have an inflammation of 
the heart, the scars left from 
healing leave some rough sur- 
faces, particularly on the edges 
of the valves. The blood passing 
cver these rough spots forms 
clots which may wash off and 
float around in the blood stream. 

If one of these elots lodges in 
a blood vessel of the brain. it 
shuts off the circulation to that 
part and a thrombosis exists at 
-- that point. If the flow of blood is 
‘$2 stopped, the part of the brain 
- #2 supplied by that vessel is de- 
prived of nourishment, with re- 
sulting death to that area, and 
softening of the brain ensues. 


If it is in a portion of the brain 
suppling nerves that control 
some of the muscles of the body, 
these muscles become paralyzed. 
If it supplies a portion controi- 
ling the mentality or thought, 
the brain function will be affect- 
ed, and sluggish thought and 
memory will result. 


According to the degree of ob- 
struction, its location, and the 
size of the vessels obstructed, 
will be the effects produced. It is 
easy to see that ’most anything 
can happen as a result of a blood 
clot. 


May Be Absorbed 


If the clot is not too dense it 
may be gradually ahsorbed and 
#z the deficiency or results causcd 
# by it will improve. Thrombosis 
*B8 may occur without loss of con- 
Sciousness. If consciousness is 
lost, it is usually shorter in dur- 
ation than that due to hemor- 
rhage, 

It may be followed in a few 
days by a rise in the temperature 
of the body and there may he 
#3 chills. Convulsions sometimes oc- 

cur, and vomiting with consid- 

erable prostration and mild de- 
litium., These may be preceeded 
by headache, fullness in the head, 
sleeplessness, loss of memory and 

- interest in what is going on 
around them. @ 

The charaeteristic result of 
thrombosis with softening of the 
brain, is paralysis of one or more 
Parts of the body which grad- 
ually becomes more complete. 
One limb or part of it may be 

paralyzed at first, and slowly the 
entire limb or side is involved. 
The condition being due to ar- 
terio-sclerosis, or septic heart 
disease, the prevention and treat- 
“ment must be directed to the 
control of the underlying cause. 

Death as a direct result of the 
trouble is not very <ommon. Bu’ 
.Partial paralysis and impaired 
brain activity may pessist for a 
long time. Chronic lead and to- 
bacco poisoning are rather fge- 
quent causes.
